Residents beware fall 
forest fire season began 
October 1 

Citizens reminded to take 
precaution, adhere to outdoor 
burning laws 

The Kentucky Division of Forestry (KDF) 
is once again preparing for an active wildfire 
season as lack of rain this summer and 
increased fuel loads from spring storms could 
pose problems for fighting fires. 

“Despite recent rainfalls, most of Kentucky 
is still very dry, especially the western part of 
the state,” said Leah MacSwords, director of 
KDF. “In addition to the drought, the spring 
tornadoes have left many of our woodlands 
damaged. The accumulation of storm-dam- 
aged trees and limbs not only create additional 
‘fuel’ for wildland fire, it increases the danger 
to our firefighters.” 

Forestry officials say that taking extra pre¬ 
cautions with fires around homes and camp 
fires as well as being alert to forest arson can 
eliminate the majority of wildfires that occur 
in Kentucky. Other recommendations include 
the following: 

• Be aware of all outdoor burning restric¬ 
tions, including forest fire hazard seasons, air 
quality and waste management regulations, 
restrictions imposed by local ordinances and 
county burn bans. 

• Avoid burning anything during fire hazard 
seasons and during times of dry, windy condi¬ 
tions. Outdoor burning is illegal between the 
hours of 6 a.m. and 6 p.m. within 150 feet of 
any woodland or brush land during forest fire 
seasons. 

• Extinguish all fires completely. Never 
leave a fire unattended and always extinguish 
fires if conditions become too windy. 

Allow hot ashes from wood stoves and fire¬ 
places to cool before disposing outdoors. 

• Extinguish smoking materials properly. Put 
out cigarettes, cigars, or pipes only in cleared 
areas free of vegetation or flammable material. 

• Avoid parking cars, trucks, or recreational 
vehicles on dry vegetation. The exhaust sys¬ 
tem on a vehicle can reach a temperature of 
more than 1,000 degrees, which is hot enough 
to start a wildfire. 

• Incorporate “Firewise” practices around 
homes and communities in forested areas.

your elections. It will be where you 
can’t, paying attention, keeping 
watch, asking questions, making the 
record public. 

And you can take it wherever 
you’re going without worrying about 
battery life or Wi-Fi connections. 

Some say newspapers are dying, 
that people get their news today from 
the Internet, TV and radio. But 
where do the Internet, TV and radio 
get their news? From the newsrooms 
of America’s newspapers, large and 
small, which still encompass the 
nation’s largest newsgathering force. 
Other information providers may 
add opinion, pictures or sound, but 
most of the time, the facts begin in 
the newsrooms of newspapers, where 
journalists are there for you, cultivat¬ 
ing sources, combing through 
records, asking tough questions. 

A few generations back, TV and 
radio were supposed to be the death 
of newspapers. Instead, they were 
catalysts for newspapers to dig fur¬ 
ther, to offer context, analysis, per¬ 
spective and storytelling that the elec¬ 
tronic media couldn’t deliver. TV and 
radio didn’t kill newspapers; they 
made them deeper, smarter and more 


thoughtful. 

For about a generation now, the 
Internet has supposedly been driving 
newspapers into extinction.

Richard Nelson offers opinion: "politics is not a spectator sport" 


The biggest news in the sports 
world over the past three weeks 
regards replacement referees in the 
NFL. Complaints over poor officiat¬ 
ing reached a fever pitch after a hor¬ 
rendous last-second call cost my 
hometown Green Bay Packers a vic¬ 
tory last Monday night. In the big 
scheme of things, it was only a game. 
The regular referees are back on the 
job and all seems right with the NFL. 
But... there is something more 
important than pro-sports, close 
games and officiating crews. Its the 
November election. And a lot more 
rides on that contest than on what 
happened last Monday night. 

Distractions from every direction 
entice us away from the political 
arena and many will conjure excuses 
not to vote. Extreme partisanship 
and “my team at any cost” mentality 
have driven many good people away. 
It happens everywhere, including in 
the NFL. Last year the New Orleans 


Saints were caught placing bounties 
on opposing quarterbacks and 
rewarding their players for crippling 
their opponents. The rules were bro¬ 
ken and the Saints harshly penalized, 
yet NFL Nation has overlooked the 
debacle, found their easy chairs and 
resumed fantasy league play. Not so 
forgiving is the electorate toward the 
political process. 

Politics and the business of gov¬ 
erning are not spectator sports and 
too much is at stake to sit on the 
sidelines. When a candidate is play¬ 
ing dirty pool, voters need to throw 
the flag. And it should be a 10 yard 
penalty for voters who simply berate 
politicians and point fingers yet never 
show up at the polls to vote. Excuses 
for disengaging are growing old. Even 
if voters have to take a shower after 
enduring a season of political mud- 
slinging, it’s a contest worth engag¬ 
ing. After all, the future of our Com¬ 
monwealth is at stake and the only 


fantasy league involves those who 
think citizenship duties aren’t for 
them. 

Compared to other states, Ken¬ 
tucky ranks poorly. In education, 
health and personal prosperity, we 
could be doing better. Much better. 
According to the Governor’s Blue 
Ribbon Commission on Tax Reform, 
the state is facing a billion dollar 
budget shortfall in eight years unless 
the tax structure changes. The state 
pension system is severely under¬ 
funded and threatens future retire¬ 
ments for thousands of Kentuckians. 
A course correction is desperately 
needed. And guess who is in the 
driver seat? Before you mention any 
one candidate, remember who it is 
who fuels our leaders into office by 
going to the polls. 

There are five weeks until the 
election and it’s incumbent upon 
every Kentuckian to exercise their 
civic duty, educate themselves about 


the candidates and vote. Sadly, only 
around 14 percent of Kentuckians 
bothered to turn out in the May pri¬ 
mary. Let’s face it, there will never be 
a perfect candidate for any office. 
Even when the top of the ticket fails 
to motivate there are still down-ticket 
races to vote in. Races for city coun¬ 
cil, circuit clerk, state representative, 
state senator, and congress will also 
be on the ballot in many counties. 

Politics and elections may not be 
the arena every individual is inclined 
to. Nonetheless, it is an arena every 
one of us finds ourselves in whether 
we like it or not, and we play a huge 
role. Citizens are not quite referees 
and politics may not be as entertain¬ 
ing as an NFL game, but voters will 
make the final call on November 6, 
and this election is much more 
important than a game. 


First lady Beshear promotes October as domestic violence awareness month 


First lady Jane Beshear today 
joined the Kentucky Domestic Vio¬ 
lence Association (KDVA) and legis¬ 
lators to help promote October as 
Domestic Violence Awareness Month 
in Kentucky. 

“Nearly one-third of all American 
women report being abused at some 
point in their lives. Abuse affects 
more than just individuals — families 
and communities suffer, too,” said 
Mrs. Beshear. “Domestic Violence 
Awareness Month is the opportunity 
for all Kentuckians to learn how to 
recognize the signs of domestic abuse 
and to show support for victims as 
they work to regain control of their 
lives.” 

For the past four years, Mrs. Bes¬ 
hear has helped KDVA and anti¬ 
domestic violence advocates sponsor 
Shop & Share Day, a one-day drive 
to gather goods and necessities for 
domestic violence shelters across 
Kentucky. In 2012, the drive raised 
more than $782,000 in combined 
goods and monetary donations. 

During today’s ceremony, KDVA 
issued its 2012 “Speak My Name” 
list. The list includes the names of 26 
women who died at the hands of 
their abusers in Kentucky between 
October 1, 2011 and September 30, 


2012 . 

Advocates for domestic violence 
survivors also celebrated the accom¬ 
plishments of the movement: 2012 
year marks the 18th anniversary of 
the Violence Against Women Act, a 
broad-based federal law first passed 
in 1994 in response to the increasing 
violence against women in America. 

KDVA President Anne Perkins 
today called on state legislators to 
pass a new dating violence bill during 
the next legislative session. Research 
shows that young women between 
the ages of 20 to 24 are at greatest 
risk of intimate partner violence and 
the state’s current protective order 
law does not protect victims of dating 
violence. Kentucky is one of only 
four states that do not provide pro¬ 
tection for dating violence victims. 

“In celebrating the successes of 
the Violence Against Women Act, we 
must acknowledge the work still left 
to do,” said Perkins, who also serves 
as executive director of Safe Harbor, a 
regional domestic violence program 
in Ashland. “Kentucky women con¬ 
tinue to lose their lives at the hands 
of their batterers. Meanwhile, vic¬ 
tims of dating violence are not eligi¬ 
ble for domestic violence protective 
orders - the one tool that allows us to 


put safety precautions in place to 
help prevent re-victimization.” 

Rep. Joni Jenkins announced a 
new legislative initiative aimed at 
training public school staff on teen 
dating violence. 

“It is absolutely important and 
special that we honor the strides that 
have been made in putting a stop to 
domestic violence in Kentucky. 
However, there are milestones left to 
be reached during our battle to 
ensure the safety of all Kentuckians 
suffering from domestic violence,” 
said Rep. Jenkins. “I have filed bills 
previously to extend protections to 
some of our youngest and more vul¬ 
nerable victims within middle and 
high school age range, and will con¬ 
tinue to work on guaranteeing their 
safety within the Legislature this 
coming year.” 

“Despite the protections we 
afford those suffering from abuse, 
mostly women and children, we have 


miles to go,” said Rep. John Tilley. 
“Unfortunately, we’re one of only 
four states not offering protective 
orders to those in dating relation¬ 
ships, unless living together. This 
measure would prevent needless 
abuse and save the criminal system 
millions.” 

In addition to releasing the 2012 
“Speak My Name” listing, KDVA 
today released a new awareness post¬ 
er, “Yes to Healthy Relationships”. 
The poster is the first in a series of 
resources geared toward younger sur¬ 
vivors. 

KDVA is committed to ending 
intimate partner violence, promoting 
healthy relationships and engaging 
communities through social change, 
economic empowerment, education¬ 
al opportunities and other prevention 
strategies.

down Highway 15. Now that I’d 
zip-lined, I was a fitness expert. 

“Maybe we’ll jump rope 
instead,” Chloe suggested.

The last time I was 
on a horse I fell off,” I explained. 

“We’ve never ridden a horse. 


“Don’t you remember when

“That was the electric horse 
at the grocery store, silly,” Chloe 
said as everyone in the group 
laughed. Whatever the case, it 
hurt! 

“How is horseback riding 
exercise?”

Senior Night for PCHS Ladycats volleyball reflects journey

The Pendleton County High 
School Ladycats volleyball team 
played their final home game of 
the 2012-13 season Tuesday, 
October 2. Five seniors, escorted 
by parents and family members, 
walked before the crowd and 
explained how they became com¬ 
mitted to the game of volleyball 
and who led them there. 

After a raw year in 2007, 
while they attended Phillip Sharp 
Middle School as seventh graders, 
these five seniors weren’t real sure 
about this game of volleyball. 
The underhanded serves and 
clockwise rotation with constant 
subbing seemed effortless, but 
then so did their win/loss record. 
Tammy Tackett began teaching 
her players about teamwork and 
the molding process began. After 
working hard and advancing on 
the court, their team pulled it 
together and actually won the 
final season tournament at High¬ 
lands Middle School. Was that a 
sign of things to come? Of prom¬ 
ising young talent? A summer 
league in No. Ky. followed, 
coached by Cindy and John Fitz¬ 
patrick. In the Fall, they handed 
them over to Jamie Kirsch, and 
her eighth graders began showing 
improvement. The over-handed 
serves became a goal to some and, 
after long hours in the backyard 
and on the court, the team began 
taking shape. The turning point 
lie just ahead. 

Their end-of-season dinner 
was one of much celebration and 
discovery, as a gentleman entered 
the room with insight to the 
game of volleyball. His name was 
Darrell McLean and he had been 
hired as the new volleyball coach 
at PCHS. Looking at these girls, 
he offered some advice to their 
parents. A little four-letter word 
was spoken and all-new to this 
area: C-L-U-B. A sheltered 
system in Pendleton County, no 
one had even mentioned club ball 
before. What was it? Where do 
we play it? How much does it 
cost? If anyone had said it was 
the AAU league of volleyball, we 
would have all said “Oh, yeah. 
Now we know what you mean.” 
No one had ever told the girls 
about such a structured, outside 
league for volleyball. 

So now, the girls looking to 
play sports at the high school 
level, approached a fork in the 
road. “If we play a sport at high 
school, we have camps (many) for 
basketball. We have an organized 


camp for cheerleading. We have 
soccer camps (some).” And so it 
was time to choose at this high 
school fork in the road. Which 
direction do I go? 

Some girls did not continue at 
the high school level, but went on 
to work in the theater and drama, 
art or clubs. A group of young 
ladies decided basketball was 
their sport; some loved their soc¬ 
cer. And five very committed 
girls walked up to this stranger 
and said, “We want to play vol¬ 
leyball.” A man of many accom¬ 
plishments, Darrell McLean had 
coached/recruited women’s vol¬ 
leyball since he graduated college, 
molded All-Stars, won Division 
Titles and showcased tours in 
other countries. What was it 
about this union that would cut 
to the core of these young 
women? 

Dixieland Volleyball Club was 
born in 2009 under the coaching 
staff of Darrell McLean and Ruth 
Ann Thomas. Adding one player 
from Campbell County, Darrell 
had a team of nine players. The 
Midwest Region led them to 
Louisville for the most part. Par¬ 
ents drove the girls (and some¬ 
times the coach) to huge volley¬ 
ball complexes, sometimes in 
horrible weather. The girls were 
intimidated by much larger 
schools and clubs - and players! 
Perseverance was their middle 
name and never did they give up. 
Their love of the game kept them 
coming back and, although they 
never claimed but 2 wins, their 
love affair with volleyball was 
even more infatuating. 

Their freshman year began 
with these girls at the helm, and 
winning became second nature. 
With personal issues waiting, 
Darrell left the school district to 
care for family and the job was 
vacant. Who was going to take 
such a talented group of girls and 
encourage them like they had 
been pushed in the past? Who 
would continue to shape the pro¬ 
gram and support outside play? 
Who cared about all the time and 
effort these girls were devoting to 
the sport? Another 2010 season 
of Club required tryouts of a dif¬ 
ferent league as Dixieland was 
only the stepping stone. A few 
braved the competition and made 
it! They were in! They had been 
worked with and encouraged and 
pushed - in their heads and in 
their hearts. 

It proved successful as their 
sophomore year showed their 


greater improvement and greater 
love of the game. The young 
players were starting Varsity and 
showing everyone their “Can- 
Do” spirit for new Coach (and 
veteran Dixieland mom) Laura 
Buck. And another year of Club 
followed with other Ladycats fol¬ 
lowing suit. When they took the 
court later that year as Juniors for 
Pendleton County, the Varsity 
team was then seasoned with 7 
Club players. They clawed their 
way up and turned the record 
around to achieve a winning sea¬ 
son. These girls were changing 
the game. 

Coach Buck began this year in 
a new District, but nothing is 
new about the way these seniors 
took control of the court, begin¬ 
ning with Game Number One. 
They don’t just play together, 
they work together and coach 
each other in a way that has never 
been seen before this year. When 
they receive — they return. When 
a ball is out of bounds - they 
bring it back. When one player 
“one-hands” the ball, the others 
are there to be sure it clears the 
net. Never before has anyone 
seen such teamwork and love of 
the game - and each other - as 
this Pendleton County Ladycats 
Volleyball team. These Ladycats 
have broken school records in 
Kills (Sarah Schlueter), Assists 
(Brianna Crouch), Digs (Jennifer 
Owen) and Aces (Brianna 
Crouch). And whether or not 
these seniors have broken records, 
they have never taken away from 
each other. No less important, 
senior Mackenzie Horn has con¬ 
tributed greatly to the success of 
the team with strong serves and 
defensive maneuvers. Never 
before has any team shown such 
tenacity and drive as these play¬ 
ers. They would rather get the 
point than the praise; the win 
over the worship. 

These girls have shown true 
commitment. When they didn’t 
win, they did not walk away. 
They allowed themselves to be 
coached. They allowed them¬ 
selves to be pushed. They allowed 
themselves to be taught. They 
chose to get better. They have 
carried those teachings all through 
high school and I would suspect 
they will continue to have that 
grit and determination all 
throughout their lives.

“When we were setting down 
and putting together a calendar 
for the recreation leagues for the 
entire year, it hit us that the past 
schedules put young girls and 
their parents in a tight spot.” 
New Pendleton County Recre¬ 
ation Director Keith Smith 
explained. 

That tight spot was a 1st, 2nd, 
elementary age girl having to 
choose between basketball cheer¬ 
leading or basketball playing. 
With boys’ youth basketball, 
where generally the cheerleaders 
performed, running concurrently 
with the girls’ youth basketball 
league parents had a tough choice. 


Either letting their daughters play 
both, doubling their cost as well 
as the amount of time they were 
running to practices/games, or 
make their 8-year old daughter 
make pick one. 

“That was not a choice that I 
felt comfortable with making 
young girls and their parents have 
to make.” Smith explained. 
“Recreational sports should be 
about PROVIDING opportuni¬ 
ties for our youth, not limiting 
them.” 

As a result, the Future Ladycat 
youth basketball league will run 
before Christmas concurrently 
with the HS intramural league. 
The Future Wildcat youth bas¬ 
ketball league for elementary age 
boys will run after Christmas 
concurrently with the MS intra¬ 
mural league. Basketball Cheer¬ 
leading will be with the Future 
Wildcat youth basketball league. 

No hard choices have to be 
made and young ladies through 
elementary age can play basket¬ 
ball and cheerlead and find out 
which one they like and are better 


at.

Wildcats set to take on St. Pat in district tournament

The Wildcats concluded the 
2012 regular season last week as 
the club was able to notch a lop¬ 
sided 6-0 win against Paris, but 
fell in the finale 3-1 against Har¬ 
rison County. 

The 'Cats go into postseason 
play with an 8-12 record, and 
tonight will take on St. Pat in the 
opening round of the 38th Dis¬ 
trict tournament. The Wildcats 
defeated St. Pat last month at 
home in a 7-0 rout. 

Last Monday, the 'Cats trav¬ 
eled to Paris and defeated the 
Greyhounds behind the contin¬ 
ued strong play of Aven Harper. 
The senior mid-fielder scored 
four goals; a feat that he accom¬ 
plished four times this season, as 
the 'Cats and Greyhounds battled 
each other as well as the elements, 
as torrential rain blanketed the 
field throughout the night. 

With 13 minutes remaining 
in the game, head coach Lisa Felt- 
ner erred on the side of caution as 
she pulled her starters to prevent 
anyone from sustaining a late- 
game injury in the sloppy condi¬ 
tions. Senior Jacob Farwell and 
sophomore Hunter Lea also 
scored in the one-sided affair. 

The Wildcats wrapped up the 
regular season last tuesday as they 
squared off against district tour¬ 
ney host Harrison County. The 
Thorobreds took control with an 
early goal and went into the half 
with a 1-0 lead. The Wildcats 
struggled to produce any offense 
as the squad's lone goal came via 
penalty kick which was converted 
by Harper. Harrison County 
went on to add two more scores 
to take a 3-1 win. 

"Well this isn't the ideal way 
you want to go into the postsea¬ 
son, but I know our guys will be 
ready to go against St. Pat," said 


Feltner. 

The 'Cats will also get a wel¬ 
come boost in the return of senior 
MacKenzie Colvin, who suffered 
a knee injury against Highlands 
back on Aug. 18th. "MacKenzie 
provides veteran leadership and is 
the type of player that can give a 
team a spark by just being on the 
field," said Feltner. 

Colvin will be limited in his 
return, as Feltner went on to say 
that she will closely monitor his 
minutes to allow him to gradually 
work himself back into game 
shape. 

The conclusion of the regular 
season also marks the end of a 
historic and record-shattering run 
turned in by Harper. 

He finishes as the leading 


scorer in Northern Kentucky 
with 33 goals, a mark which also 
places him fourth overall in the 
state. He also ranks second in 
NKY in assists with 20, and sixth 
overall in state. The previous 
school record for goals in a single¬ 
season was 23 set by Matt Feltner 
in 2008. Harper also holds the 
school record for career goals 
with 74, and assists with 52. 

"Simply put, Aven is the 
most-skilled player I've ever had 
the honor of coaching," said Felt¬ 
ner. 

Results of the District tourna¬ 
ment will be found in next week's 
edition. If the Wildcats are able 
to capture the championship, 
they will host regional play next 
week. 


The history of "Who Dey!" and the Bengals' beginnings 


There's no better time to look 
back at the beginning of a team 
than when they are having a good 
season and right now the Bengals 
are making Cincinnati proud. The 
Bengals recently brought home 
the victory against Jacksonville, a 
team they out matched both on 
paper and the field on September 
30. Most importantly, the defen¬ 
sive disaster of the first two weeks 
has begun to simmer with steady 
improvement in wins against the 
Redskins and Jaguars. 

All about the tri-state area the cry 
of "Who Dey!" rings out. 

"Who Dey!" is the name of a 
chant of support by fans of the 
Cincinnati Bengals, in use for over 
30 years. The entire chant is: 
"Who dey, who dey, who dey 
think gonna beat dem Bengals?" 
The answer screamed in unison, 
"Nobody!" Sometimes fans will 
instead shout "Who Dey!" to rep¬ 
resent the entire cheer. "Who 
Dey" is also the name of the teams 
mascot, a Bengal tiger. The Who 
Dey chant's first known use was 
by fans of the 1980 Cincinnati 
Bengals. 

In 1937, a team known as the 
Cincinnati Bengals was formed as 
a member of the American Foot¬ 
ball League. The 1937 Bengals 
finished with a 2-4-2 record in 
their first year, but the AFL folded 
after the season. The Bengals con¬ 
tinued as an independent team in 
1938, and in 1939 joined a new 
AFL, finishing in second place 
with a 6-2 record. But again, the 
league folded after the season. 

Once again in 1940, another 
new AFL emerged, and again the 
Bengals joined. But that AFL suf¬ 
fered the fate of the two AFLs 
before it, folding after the 1941 
season as the United States entered 
World World II, and the Bengals 
folded along with it. 

Pro football returned to Cin¬ 
cinnati 26 years later in 1967 
when Paul Brown headed an own¬ 
ership group that landed an expan¬ 
sion franchise in the modern-era 
American Football League. Not a 
supporter of the rival American 
Football League, Brown stated, "I 
didn't pay ten million dollars to be 
in the AFA." He only acquiesced 
to joining the AFL when he was 
uaranteed that the team would 
ecome an NFL franchise after the 
impending merger of the two 
leagues. 

Brown, a pro football hall of 
famer who founded and coached 
the Cleveland Browns from 1946- 
62, picked the name Bengals for 
the new team "to give it a link 
with past professional football in 
Cincinnati." 

Brown chose the exact shade of 
orange used by his former team. 
He added black as the secondary 
color. He chose a very simple logo: 
the word "BENGALS" in black 
lettering. One of the potential 
helmet designs Brown rejected was 
a striped motif that was similar to 
the helmets adopted by the team 
in 1981 and which is still in use to 
this day; however, that design fea¬ 
tured yellow stripes on a turquoise 
helmet which were more uniform 
in width. 

When the team debuted in 
1968, the Bengals' uniforms were 
modeled after the Cleveland 
Browns. When Paul Brown was 
fired by Art Modell, Brown still 


owned the equipment used by 
Cleveland. So after the firing, Paul 
Brown packed up all his equip¬ 
ment, which he then used for his 
new team in Cincinnati. The 
Cleveland Browns' team colors 
were brown, orange and white, 
then they changed to white, black 
and orange, and their helmets 
were solid orange with a white 
dorsal stripe over the crest. 

The Bengals' team colors were 
orange, black, and white, and their 
helmets were a similar shade of 
orange, with the only variations 
being the word "Bengals" in block 
letters on either side of the helmet 
and no stripe on the helmet. The 
Cincinnati Bengals were unique in 
the NFL as they did not have uni¬ 
form numbers on the players 
sleeves until the 1980 season. 

The team did not discard their 
Cleveland-like uniforms until 
1981. During that year, a then- 
unique uniform design was intro¬ 
duced. Although the team kept 
black jerseys, white jerseys, and 
white pants, they were now 
trimmed with orange and black 
tiger stripes. The team also intro¬ 
duced orange helmets with black 
tiger stripes. 

In 1997, the Bengals designed 
a logo consisting of a leaping tiger, 
and it was added to the uniform 
sleeves. Another alternate logo 
consisted of a Bengal's head facing 
to the left. However, the orange 
helmet with black tiger stripes 
continued to be the team's prima¬ 
ry trademark. In 2004, a new tiger 
stripe pattern and more accents 
were added to the uniforms. The 
black jerseys now featured orange 
sleeves, while the white jerseys 
began to use black sleeves and 
orange shoulders. A new logo con¬ 
sisting of an orange "B" covered 
with black tiger stripes was intro¬ 
duced. The team also started 
rotating black pants and debuted 
an alternate orange jersey. 

The Bengals have worn their 
black uniforms at home through¬ 
out their history, with some excep¬ 
tions such as the 1970 season 
when the Bengals wore white at 
home for the entire season, and 
most of the 1971 season. Since 
2005, the Bengals wear white for 
September home games where the 
heat could become a factor. 

For their first two seasons, the 
Bengals played at Nippert Stadi¬ 
um which is the current home of 
the University of Cincinnati 
Bearcats. The team held training 
camp at Wilmington College in 
Wilmington, Ohio, through the 
1996 preseason. [7] The team fin¬ 
ished its first season with a 3-11 
record. One bright spot was run¬ 
ning back Paul Robinson, who 
rushed for 1,023 yards and was 
named the AFL Rookie of the 
Year. 

Quarterback Carson Palmer, 
wide receiver #84 T.J. Houshman- 
dzadeh, and the rest of the Bengals 
line up to play the Pittsburgh 
Steelers in 2006. 

Founder Paul Brown coached 
the team for its first eight seasons. 
One of Brown’s college draft strat¬ 
egies was to draft players with 
above-average intelligence. Punt¬ 
er/wide receiver Pat Mclnally 
attended Harvard University and 
linebacker Reggie Williams 
attended Dartmouth College and 
served on Cincinnati city council 


while on the Bengals’ roster. 
Because of this policy, many for¬ 
mer players were highly articulate 
and went on to have successful 
careers in commentary and broad¬ 
casting as well as the arts. In addi¬ 
tion, Brown had a knack for locat¬ 
ing and recognizing pro football 
talent in unusual places. 

In 1970 the Bengals moved to 
play at Riverfront Stadium, a 
home they shared with the Cin¬ 
cinnati Reds until the team moved 
to Paul Brown Stadium in 2000. 
The team reached the playoffs 
three times during that decade, 
but could not win any of those 
postseason games. In 1975, the 
team posted an 11-3 record, giv¬ 
ing them what is to this day the 
highest winning percentage (.786) 
in franchise history. But it only 
earned them a wild card spot in 
the playoffs, behind the 12-2 
Pittsburgh Steelers, who went on 
to win the Super Bowl. The Ben¬ 
gals lost to the Oakland Raiders 
31-28 in the divisional playoffs. 
Andy Dalton take a snap in a 
game against the Baltimore Ravens 
on January 1, 2012. Jim Lippin- 
cott, Director of Football Opera¬ 
tions, 1992-2011. 

The Bengals reached the Super 
Bowl twice during the 1980s, but 
lost both times to the San Fran¬ 
cisco 49ers. Then, after the team 
appeared in the playoffs in 1990, 
Paul Brown died. He had already 
transferred control to his son, 
Mike Brown, but was reported to 
still influence the daily operations 
of the team. The Bengals' fortunes 
changed for the worse as the team 
posted 14 consecutive non-win¬ 
ning seasons. They began to 
emerge from that dismal period 
into a new era of increased consis¬ 
tency, however, after the hiring of 
Marvin Lewis as head coach in 
2003. Carson Palmer, the future 
star quarterback, was drafted in 
2003, but did not play a snap that 
whole season, as Jon Kitna had a 
comeback year (voted NFL Come¬ 
back Player of the Year). Despite 
Kitna's success, Palmer was pro¬ 
moted to starting quarterback the 
following season. Under Palmer, 
the team advanced to the playoffs 
for the first time since 1990 in the 
2005 season, which also was the 
first time the team had a winning 
percentage above .500 since 1990. 

The Bengals returned to the 
playoffs again in 2009 in a season 
that included the franchise's first 
ever division sweep. This was espe¬ 
cially impressive since two of the 
teams swept by the Bengals (the 
Pittsburgh Steelers and the Balti¬ 
more Ravens) had both made it to 
the AFC Championship Game the 
previous season. Marvin Lewis was 
rewarded for the accomplishment 
with the NFL Coach of the Year 
Award. 

Meanwhile, Paul Brown Stadi¬ 
um was built for the 2000 season 
using private and public money. In 
a tribute, Mike Brown named the 
stadium after his father during a 
time when it was a trend in the 
NFL to accept corporate offers to 
have the stadium renamed for a 
corporation. 

In 2010, the Bengals posted a 
4-12 record. In the 2011 NFL 
season, the Bengals improved to 
9-7 and clinched a playoff spot. 
They lost to the Houston Texans 
31-10 in the Wild Card Round.

Through thousands of holes 
both on a middle school, fresh¬ 


men, JV and varsity squad, 
through countless off season 
tournaments on the 7Up tour, 
and untold swings of a club, 
Maggie Miles became only the 
3rd Ladycat golfer to ever play in 
the KHSAA State Tournament 
multiple times when her 87 at the 
Region 8 Tournament (tied for 
the 2nd lowest regional round 
ever qualified her as an individual 
for the second time. 

Maggie has been a key mem¬ 
ber of the Ladycat Golf program 
and will be sorely missed. But 
she has been part of a legacy that 
has motivated and enlightened 
Pendleton County female youth 
golfers they levels they can reach. 

At this year’s state tourna¬ 
ment, Maggie struggled early in 
the wet, cold conditions. But like 
a true golfer, she shrugged off the 
previous holes, gathered her game 
and finished with her best 9-hole 
score on the tough state tourna¬ 
ment course. She did set her 
personal best at the state tourna¬ 
ment. 

One of the young golfers that 
are following in Maggie’s foot¬ 
steps is 8th grader, Holley Hart, 
who also competed in the state 
tournament.

Tips on Fertilizing, pruning and preparing those beautiful roses for winter and cold weather 


Throughout history roses have 
captivated the hearts and minds of 
gardeners and non-gardeners alike, 
inspiring the creation of numerous 
poems, legends, and books on their 
uses and care. They are one of the 
most popular garden flowers grown 
on the face of the earth as evidenced 
by the several garden clubs, societies, 
organizations, and businesses devot¬ 
ed to them. There are countless spe¬ 
cies and cultivars available in a wide 
range of colors and forms, with new 
cultivars being introduced each year 
to improve on the previous year's 
selections. 

With the abundance of informa¬ 
tion available on roses and rose care, 
there is still some mystery about their 
proper care and maintenance. For 
every different type of rose available, 
there is probably a gardener with a 
different approach to caring for roses. 
It is as much of an art as it is a science 
to growing beautiful roses, but the 
following information will give you 
some important basics to help demys¬ 
tify the process. This fact sheet will 
discuss fertilizing, pruning and win¬ 
terizing roses. 

Fertilizing 

Because roses are heavy feeders, a 
routine fertilization program is 
important for plant health and vigor. 
To provide the proper nutrients for 
your roses in the amounts needed for 
optimum growth, it is important to 
first test your soil to determine its 
pH, texture (i.e., clay loam, sandy 
loam), and existing mineral nutrient 
content before adding fertilizer. A 
soil test kit can be obtained by calling 
your county Extension office. The 
amount of fertilizer and types of 


amendments you apply will be deter¬ 
mined by the results of the soil test. 
Following the recommendations will 
assure you will neither over nor under 
fertilize your roses. A soil test should 
be done prior to planting and every 
two to three years thereafter. 

Roses grow best in the pH range 
of 5.5 to 7.0. Soils testing below 5.5 
will need an amendment of dolo- 
mitic lime, 7 to 8 pounds per 100 
square feet, to raise the pH into the 
desired range. Powdered sulfur can be 
used to lower the pH. For soils with 
a pH between 7 and 7.5, add one 
pound of sulfur per 100 square feet; 
for a pH between 8 and 8.5, add two 
pounds of sulfur per 100 square feet; 
and for soil with a pH over 8.5, add 
three pounds of sulfur per 100 square 
feet. Ohio soils are often deficient in 
iron when the pH is above 6.5. Iron 
sulfate can be used instead of pow¬ 
dered sulfur to decrease the pH and 
provide the needed nutrient. Also, 
chelated iron products are available 
for foliar feeding or soil application. 

Soil texture, which is the relative 
percentage of sand, silt and clay com¬ 
posing soil, will influence the amount 
and frequency of fertilizer applica¬ 
tion. Sandy loams, for instance, will 
require more frequent applications 
because they drain rapidly, leaching 
essential nutrients. They contain lit¬ 
tle clay (and possibly organic matter) 
that would normally hold nutrients. 

It is always a good idea to amend 
your soil with organic matter, such as 
humus, peat moss, manure or com¬ 
posted sewage sludge for an added 
source of slow release nutrients. The 
addition of organic matter will also 
improve the soil's drainage and nutri¬ 


ent holding capacity. It is recom¬ 
mended that two to four inches of 
organic matter be added and worked 
into new beds to a depth of 12 inch¬ 
es. Many gardeners find the combi¬ 
nation of organic materials and a fast 
release, complete, inorganic fertilizer, 
such as a 5-10-5, 10-10-10 or 12-12- 
12, works best to produce beautiful 
roses. 

In general, roses do well with an 
application of 3 pounds of actual 
nitrogen per 1000 square feet (or 0.3 
pounds of actual nitrogen per 100 
square feet), divided into three appli¬ 
cations per year. To calculate how 
much fertilizer to apply depending 
on the formulation, use the following 
example. 

Using 5-10-5 fertilizer at the rate 
of 3 pounds actual nitrogen/1000 
square feet. 3.0 pounds actual nitro¬ 
gen divided by 0.05 (5% nitrogen in 
5-10-5) = 60.60 pounds divided by 
10 (1000 square feet to 100 square 
feet) = 6.0 pounds of 5-10-5 fertilizer 
per 100 square feet. 

Using the above example, a total 
of 6 pounds of 5-10-5 fertilizer will 
be applied to a 100-square-foot rose 
bed per year. The 6 pounds will be 
divided into three applications (2 
pounds each); the first in mid to late 
May (for spring planted roses the 
fertilizer should be applied after new 
green vegetative growth begins), the 
second in mid-July, and the third in 
the autumn after a killing frost, or 
very early in the spring before new 
growth begins. 

Pruning 

An area of concern for many gar¬ 
deners new to growing roses is prun¬ 
ing. Why do you have to prune roses? 


What kind of tools do you need? 
When is the best time to prune? How 
do you prune? Does it matter what 
type of rose it is? 

Basically, pruning is done to 
improve the appearance of the plant, 
to remove dead or diseased wood, to 
let in sunlight and air to the center of 
the plant and to control the quantity 
and quality of the flowers produced. 
Deadheading, or the removal of 
spent blooms during the season, 
encourages more blooms (on contin¬ 
uous blooming varieties), improves 
the appearance of the plant, and 
removes potential harboring sites for 
disease organisms. 

Prune rose bushes to a uniform 
height, between 12 and 24 inches; 
remove suckers below the soil line. 

The tools essential for pruning 
roses are pruning shears, long han¬ 
dled lopping shears and a fine 
toothed curved saw. All should be 
sharp to produce clean cuts and to 
avoid tearing or crushing the stems. 
When buying pruning shears, look 
for the hook and blade type, which 
have two cutting edges like a pair of 
scissors. The anvil type pruners, with 
one cutting edge, will crush the stem. 
Long handled lopping shears are best 
used on thick canes or ones difficult 
to reach with pruning shears. A fine 
toothed curved saw is used for larger 
climbing roses. You might also want 
to invest in a pair of heavy duty 
gloves to protect your hands from 
sharp thorns. 

In general, roses should be 
pruned just before growth begins in 
March or early April. The exceptions 
are old (heirloom) roses and some 
climbers that produce blooms on the 


Tips for driving safe while entering into the peak season for deer collisions 


If asked to identify the most 
dangerous animal in the United 
States, most people, depending 
on where they live, would likely 
point first to a bear, mountain 
lion, alligator or even a shark. 
While those all seem like logical 
choices, statistics from the Insur¬ 
ance Information Institute reveal 
that the deadliest animal roaming 
the countryside is actually the 
white-tailed deer. 

According to the Insurance 
Information Institute’s estimates, 
each year across the nation white¬ 
tailed deer are responsible for tens 
of thousands of injuries and the 
deaths of approximately 150 
Americans simply by causing car 
accidents. Those collisions also 
carry the hefty price tag of $4.6 
billion annually in insurance 
claims. Nationally, Kentucky is 
considered a “medium risk” state 
for the likelihood of drivers col¬ 
liding with deer, ranking 22nd 
overall last year in collision fre¬ 
quency. Data from the Kentucky 
State Police (KSP), however, 
shows that these collisions have 
defined seasonal peaks. More 
than 47% of all collisions with 
deer in Kentucky take place dur¬ 
ing the months of October, 
November and December. 

Analysis by the Highway Loss 
Data Institute reveals that an 
average of 14.1 animal collisions 
per 1,000 drivers occurs nation¬ 


ally each November. Kentucky 
Farm Bureau (KFB) Insurance 
claims data shows that drivers 
statewide nearly doubled the 
national average in November of 
2011, hitting deer on roadways at 
a clip of 28.05 per 1,000 drivers. 
As a result of those collisions, 
KFB Insurance customers filed 
more than $4.2 million in claims 
during November alone. 

For the entire year of 2011, 
KSP data reports Kentuckians 
were in a total of 2,976 automo¬ 
bile collisions with deer, resulting 
in 146 injuries and three deaths. 
Approximately $19.6 million in 
KFB Insurance deer collision 
claims were filed in 2011, but 
nearly 45% of those claims result¬ 
ed from accidents occurring in 
the three-month peak season of 
October, November and Decem¬ 
ber. 

“Looking at numbers histori¬ 
cally we can easily predict deer 
collision claims are going to rise 
dramatically in the fall and peak 
in November,” said Bill Redding- 
ton, KFB’s Director of Actuarial 
Services, “but we are also careful 
to remember that these are not 
just numbers. These are real peo¬ 
ple experiencing real accidents. 
We hope that by calling attention 
to this annual spike in deer strikes 
we can increase driver awareness 
and help prevent tragedy on Ken¬ 
tucky’s roads.” 


Why are deer seen and struck 
on the roadways more often dur¬ 
ing this time of year? These three 
months are also the peak season 
when deer are breeding, and the 
animals are less inclined to shy 
away from busy highways and 
speeding automobiles if other 
deer are nearby. 

As October is now here, Ken¬ 
tucky’s drivers are entering the 
peak three-month season for deer 
collisions. Motorists need to be 
aware of this hazard and recog¬ 
nize that they are twice as likely as 
usual to hit a deer on the road in 
the months of October and 
December. In November that 
probability climbs higher still as 
drivers in most Kentucky coun¬ 
ties are three times as likely to 
collide with a deer on the road. 
Furthermore, there are 30 coun¬ 
ties where drivers become four to 
seven times as likely to hit a deer 
during November’s peak season. 

With the anticipated jump in 
activity from deer found on the 
roadways, motorists should drive 
slower and be aware of their sur¬ 
roundings even more than usual. 
Deer are most likely to be seen at 
dusk and dawn near tree-lined 
roadways or areas that transitions 
from open fields to forest or 
water, but drivers must remember 
that deer are wild animals and 
often exhibit unpredictable 
behaviors when on or near road. 


KFB advises motorists to drive 
defensively on the roadways this 
fall, especially when headed into 
wooded areas where deer are 
prevalent. 

Tips to help drivers avoid deer 
collisions: 

• Watch for deer crossing signs. 
These signs are posted to warn 
drivers that certain stretches of 
the road are commonly populat¬ 
ed with deer. Do not ignore the 
warning. 

• Be aware of the time. Deer are 
most commonly seen along road¬ 
ways in the early morning and 
evening hours. Exercise addition¬ 
al caution if traveling during 
these times of day. 

• When driving after dark, use 
high-beam headlights to increase 
the range of vision. 

• If a deer is spotted on or near 
the road, slow down immediately. 

• Don’t swerve if a deer is in the 
road. Brake firmly but keep the 
vehicle headed in a straight line. 
A swerving vehicle can confuse 
the animal and prevent it from 
picking a direction to flee, and, 
worse yet, the driver could lose 
control and hit a tree or another 
car. 

• Always wear a seatbelt. The 
Kentucky State Police says that 
most people injured or killed in 
automobile collisions with deer 
are not wearing seat belts.

revious year's wood. They should 
e pruned after they bloom. 

Pruning Bush Roses 

Following a logical sequence of 
steps while pruning will help make 
the job seem less complicated. The 
first step is to remove any dead, dis¬ 
eased or damaged wood. Cut the 
stems one inch below darkened areas, 
making sure you are cutting back to 
green wood. Make the cut at a 45 
degree angle about 1/4 inch above an 
outward facing bud. Inspect the pith 
(center of the stem). It should be 
white. If tan colored, continue prun¬ 
ing sections of the stem until the pith 
appears white. 

The second step is to remove 
branches that grow toward the center 
of the plant. This opens up the plant 
for better air circulation and allows 
sunlight to penetrate the inner por¬ 
tion of the plant. 

The third step is to locate cross¬ 
ing branches and remove the weakest 
one. Crossing branches may rub 
against each other, causing abrasions 


that may serve as openings for disease 
organisms to enter the plant. Remove 
sucker growth, which is growth com¬ 
ing from below the bud union. Suck¬ 
er growth is from the root stock and 
is a different rose variety; if not 
removed, sucker growth will crowd 
out the desired variety. 

Finally, prune to shape the plant. 
Hybrid teas, grandifloras and flori- 
bundas can be pruned 12 to 24 
inches in height, leaving up to 9 to 
12 large (1/2 inch diameter), healthy 
canes. Old, shrub and species roses 
should be pruned lightly, removing 
no more than 1/3 of the growth. 
Miniature roses need only minimal 
pruning. 

Many rosarians add one extra 
step to their pruning routine. After 
pruning, a water soluble, white glue 
(i.e., Elmer's) can be applied to the 
cut surfaces of the stems to prevent 
rose cane borers from entering. 


Roadside Farm market enrollment 


The season for roadside farm

Established in July 1996, the 
Kentucky Farm Bureau Certified 
Roadside Farm Market program 
began as an initiative to help 
farmers market their fruits and 
vegetables directly from roadside 
markets to consumers across the 
Commonwealth. Since then, the 
membership has expanded to 
include farm enterprises like 
greenhouses, landscape nurseries, 
Christmas tree farms, vineyards/ 
wineries and meat/cheese farm 
markets. 

Markets certified through this 
program are identified by the 
cornucopia logo and listed in the 
Certified Roadside Farm Market 
Directory. The program also pro¬ 
vides collective advertising, pro¬ 
motional items, education tour 


opportunities, and other market¬ 
ing benefits with the intent to 
increase the net farm income of 
member markets. 

Early enrollment for the pro¬ 
gram is October 1 - November 15 
and is $235 per market. Regular 
enrollment is November 16 
December 31 and is $310 per 
market. Enrollment applications 
must be postmarked by Decem¬ 
ber 31 to guarantee a spot in the 
annual Membership Directory.
